1 . Claims 1-15,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 1 1, the word "and" should be deleted. 

In claim 1, line 13, the phrase "said conductive paste" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 1, lines 14 and 17, the phrase "step-like" is indefinite. The phrase "-hke" 
renders the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "-like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

In claim 1, line 15, the phrase "a ceramic paste" should be changed to "the ceramic paste" 
or "said ceramic paste". 

In claim 1, line 16, the phrase ". . .the element film are not formed. . ." is confusing and 
appears to be grammatically incorrect. 

In claim 1, line 17, the phrase "...and form a ceramic green layer..." is confusing and 
appears to be grammatically incorrect. 

Claim 18 is indefinite in that it refers to relative evaporation rates 

2. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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3. Claims 2-15 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 17 and 19 are allowed.
